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Bible was answer to

Dana Xenophon Bible. D.X. for 
short. 

A man who, to most Nebrakans in 
1929, had a background as mysterious 
as his peculiar middle name. 

Fittingly, the name came from 
Greek mythology because for the 
next eight years, Bible answered 
many a prayer for Cornhusker foot- 
ball faithful. 

During his eight-year tenure, Ne- 
braska would go 50-15-7 and win six 
Big Six conference championships to 
leap into national prominence. 

Amid the Great Depression and 
stock market crash, the program’s 
blossoming drew the state together 
like never before. 

“The thing that always impressed 
me about Nebraska was the state- 
wide spirit and interest in the foot- 
ball team,” Bible told Lincoln Star 
Sports Editor Don Bryant in 1959. 
“You could go 200 or 300 miles away 
from Lincoln and visit with a farmer 
in the field. He would always ask, 
‘How are we going to do?’” 

The state’s relationship with Bible 
didn't take long to develop, despite 
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the fact that weeks before he was 
hired, Nebraska representatives 
knew little about this Tennessee 
native. 

His teams at Texas A&M had won 
five Southwest Conference cham- 
pionships in ‘11 years, but Bible was 
not a candidate to replace outgoing 
NU Coach Elmer Bearg. At least he 
wasn’t until a group of Nebraska rep- 
resentatives tried to lure” Knute 
Rockne away from Notre Dame. 
Rockne declined but threw out 
Bible’s name. 

“Tf it’s a coach just to win games, 
get so-and-so. If you want a good 
coach and also a real man, get 
Bible,” then Star Sports Editor Cy 
Sherman recalled Rockne saying to 
the group. 

Despite their skepticism, they met 
with Bible in Kansas City and came 
away so impressed that he was hired 
on the spot. 

It was a highly praised move. 


In a letter to Nebraska Chancellor 
Edgar A. Burnett, Oklahoma Presi- 
dent W.B. Biznell, who had been at 
A&M with Bible, wrote: “He knows

football as few men know the game, 
but, above all else, he is a gentieman 
and a scholar. You may be assured 
that as long as D.X. Bible coaches 
your team you will never be embar- 
rassed because of any lack of sports- 
manship or unethical practices con- 
nected with his athletic work. I think 
he is the greatest influence for good 
on a college campus that I have ever 
known.” 

Bible’s devotion was evident in the 
fact that he didn’t move to Lincoln 
until late Mareh, after his wife had 
given birth. 

Nebraska's prominence was also 
slow to arrive. Bible's first team 
went 4-1-3, and in 1930 Nebraska went 
4-3-2. But fans had reason for hope. 

In 1930, the Nebraska freshman 
squad featured four players who 
while competing at Lincoln High had 
never lost a home game. They were 
George Sauer, Bernie Masterson, 
Clair Bishop and Bruce Kilbourne. 
During the next three years, they du- 
plicated their high school feat by not 
losing a game in Lincoln. All four 
were All-Big Six their senior season. 

In 1931, with Masterson and Sauer

in the backfield, NU went &2, its best 
record in a decade. One of those 
losses, on Nov. 26, two days after 
Bible had signed a five-year contract 
to continue at Nebraska, was the 
Cornhuskers’ worst ever — a 40-4) set- 
back at powerful Pittsburgh. 

Sherman was so distraught that in 
a letter to the Star sports writer 
Gregg McBride he wrote: “Never be- 
fore during all the days and years I 
have been stringing along with Ne- 
braska teams had I considered it as 
much as a remote possibility that 
anybody’s football team could pile up 
as many as 40 points against the 
Cornhuskers. 

“Now I vow that almost anything 
is possible on a football field, because 
the Panthers actually made their 40 
points quite as clean as a whistle and 
did it so decisively that, willing as I 
am to frame alibis, 1 am at this mo- 
ment completely stopped. 

“...The only out I can conjure is 
that the whole business is just a bad 
dream — a case of over-eating 
Thanksgiving mince’ pie or being

Bible remained undaunted and 
claimed Nebraska would be back 
when the teams played in Lincoln in 
1932. 

“I am confident we shall have a 
team capable in every way of putting 
Pitt in its place,” Bible told Sherman 
on a train baek to Lincoln. “Beating 
Pitt is the big businéss we have on 
hand for next fall. Nothing else will 

«matter so much as that of putting the 
Panthers in their place.” 

Bible seldom spoke in such tones, ~ 
but his pride had been damaged. 

Less than a week later, Nebraska 
scored 20 points in the fourth quarter 
to beat beat Colorado State 20-7 in a 

0 ssi SP ta post-season charity game played at ” 
ee ae Ss sd Denver. It set the tone for the 1932 
ooh season, in which Nebraska went 7-1-1. 

The Cornhuskers had lost to 
equally powerful Minnesota 7-6 and 
entered the game against Pittsburgh 
with a 5-1 record) An underdog 
against Coach Jock Sutheriand’s 
Panthers, Nebraska battled to a 0-0 
tie. 

Nebraska had its best team under 
Bible in 1931, when it went 8-1, losing 

at Pittsburgh 6-0 on a fourth-quarter 
touchdowzrf. Under the Dickinson Rat- 
ing System, the Cornhuskers, who 
had shut out six opponents and held 
three others to a lone touchdown, 
were ranked second in the nation. 
Sauér was on almost everybody’s All- 
America list. 

Bible’s teams never did beat Pitt 
(going 0-6-2) or Minnesota (0-4), but 
he figured the classic battles would 
prepare the Cornhuskers for confer- 
ence play. 2 

Sure enough, during Bible’s reign, 
Nebraska lost just three times in the 
Big Six. 

“D.X. Bible could get more out of 
his players than any man I have ever 
Oe Res A eRe ROR S known,” said Sauer.

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ing after the 1933 season, Nebraskans 
wondered about the future. Once 
again, Bible turned to the freshman 
squad, where he found Lloyd Card- 
well and Sam Francis. 

Together, the two scored 32 touch- 
downs and 222 points to help Ne- 
braska to a 19-7-1 récord during the 
next three seasons, 

, Cardwell, from Seward, scored the 
first time he touched the ball in a 50-0 
victory against Wyoming and the last 
time he ran with it in a 32-14 victory 
against Oregon State in 1936. 

He ran the ends under Bible's sin- 
gle- and double-wing offense. He was 
the Wild Hoss. 

“It’s his roaring, tearing, gay free- 
booting way that reminds me of the 
defiant, joyous speeding wild horse of 
the prairie that loves to run with the 
wind,” wrote Omaha World-Herald 
Sports Editor Frederick Ware. 

Francis, who was born in Dunbar 
and went to high school in Oberlin, 
Kan., threw the shot put for the 1936 
Olympic team and played tailback 
for the Huskers. In 1935, he played 
one of his, best games in a 28-7 vic- 
tory against the University of Chi- 
cago, which featured eventual Heis- 
man Trophy winner Jay Berwanger. 

Berwanger scored an early touch- 
down, but Francis returned the ensu- 
ing kickoff 87 yards for a score and 
added two more touchdowns. 

Francis’ senior campaign had 
many declaring him as the nation’s 
most outstanding player — even 
though voters for the Heisman se- 
lected Yale’s Larry Kelley. 


Francis’ character (and Bible’s de- . 


meanor) were showcased during Ne- 
braska’s game against Indiana that 
season. 

The Cornhuskers trailed 9-0 at 
halftime: In the locker room, Bible 
offered starting positions to the first 
11 men out the door. There was a 
stampede for the exit, but Bible

blocked the exit, still questioning the 
team’s desire. 

The tension erupted and there was 
plenty of scuffling among team- 
mates. Finally, the door was opened 
and the Cornhuskers took the field. 
Among the first out was Francis, 
who overcame a first-half injury to 
score two touchdowns ina 13-9 win. 

Cardwell and Francis ended their 
careers at Nebraska in 1936, but Ne- 
braskans worried less about who 
would replace them when.on Jan. 22, 
1937, Bible announced that he was 
leaving to coach at the University of 
Texas. His salary offer was an un- 
heard of $15,000 per year for 10 years 
— $7,500 more annually than the 
school’s president was being paid. 

Wrote Sherman, when learning 
that Bible was considering the Texas 
post: “if D.X. is to pass from our 
midst, the Nebraska public, while 
viewing his departure with profound 
regret, would wish him weil in going, 
after which Nebraska, compelled 
with great reluctions to seek a new 
leader, would find that new leader — 
and then proceed to carry on.” 

When Bible accepted the Texas 
job, gloom hung over the Cornhusker 
state. Said Francis, “I feel just like 
somebody had died.” 

The Star’s John Bentley summed 
up the feelings of most when he 
wrote: “Looking over the eight sea- 
sons which Coach Bible directed the 
Cornhuskers, there is one thing that 
stands out. Few times were his 
teams engaged in drab, colorless con- 
tests, There were one or two excep- 
tions, early in his career, but for the 
most part every game was.a thriller, 

...“Certaily the best invesiment 
Nebraska ever made was bringing 
D.X. Bible here at what some still 
think a fancy figure. Nebraska U., 
never paid a nickel of the salary that 
went to him. The games which he 
provided more than provided it.”

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Kansan Francis led Cornhuskers 
into prominence in the 1930s

Harrison Sam Francis must have 
been a Nebraskan at heart, for it was 
a rare thing in the early 1930s to have 
someone from outside the Corn-” 
husker state come play football for 
the university in Lincoln. 

Even rarer was it when a Ne- 
braska coach would venture across 
the state border to take a look at a 
prospect. = 

But in Oberlin, Kan., a small com- 
munity tucked away in the north-cen- 
tral portion of the Jayhawk state, 
just south of McCook, plenty of folks 
were taking notice of Francis. 

Four years later, many others 
were probably wishing they had, as 
Francis’ name was synonomous with 
the Cornhusker football team emerg- 
ing into national prominence. Francis 
also received accolades in track, and 
in the 1936 Olympics at Berlin he fin- 
ished fourth in the shot put. 

“The funny thing is that all 
through high school I thought my 
strorigest sports were basketball and 
baseball,” said Francis, a retired 
Army lieutenant colonel now residing 
in Springfield, Mo. “I always figured 
my least chance for success at the’ 
college level were in football and 
track.” 

In 1932, Nebraska track coach 
Henry Schulte and football coach 
D.X. Bible were not of that belief. 
Both were after Francis’ talents, but 
Kansas’ legendary basketball coach, 
Phog Allen, beat them to Francis’ 
door and convinced him to become a 
Jayhawk ... at least for a short time. 

“I was on the campus at KU for 
about two weeks just before school 
started,” Francis recalled. “But the 
guys I was around were big-city boys 
and I was just a simple little old town 
guy and didn’t feel real comfortable.” 

So without telling anyone at Kan- 
sas, Francis, the seventh of 10 chil- 
dren, born in Dunbar, Neb., packed 
and left for Lincoln. 

“I was a little afraid and every- 
thing, but I'll never forget my first 
day of school,” Francis said. “The 
first guy I met was Johnny Howell, a 
big guy from Omaha who was a quar- 


.

terback. “We hit it up and that gave 
me a little bit of confidence.” 

Three years later, the two were 
helping Nebraska win its sixth Big 
Six Conference championship in 
eight years under Bible, a coach of 
deep integrity who became known as 
the little colonel 

“He was firm and a good discipli- 
narian,” Fran¢is said. “But it didn't 
reflect that way. He was like a dad to 
me — he was one of the grandest of 
guys.” 

One who could get a team to do in- 
credible things. Like in 1936, when no 
conference team scored against Ne- 
braska. 

Four seasons earlier, Francis and 
his freshmen teammates showed 
that kind of ability against the Corn- 
husker varsity. 

Freshmen weren't allowed to play 
with the varsity in those days, so “we 
Scrimmaged the varsity all year and 
got beat on,” Francis said. 

But not always. 

“D.X. had a helluva team, but we 
had to quit playing against them be- 
cause in one of the big scrimmages 
about the second or third week of the 
season they couldn't score against 
us.”

cis, and running mate Lloyd Card- 
well out of the end zone, as they com- 
bined for 32 touchdowns and 222 
points, Francis led the league in scor- 
ing his senior season (he had an 
added incentive. . . the owner of Bob’s 
Coffee Shop offered meal tickets for 
certain accomplishments) and fin- 
ished a close second to Yale end 
Larry Kelley in the Heisman Trophy 
voting. In a poll of 1,498 players, he 
led the nation with an efficiency rat- 
ing of 97.85 percent. Of 127 opposing 
players, all but one called him the 
best they had faced. 

Francis was a first-round draft 
choice of the Chicago Bears, and 
afler competing in the Olypics, 
played with them for two seasons be- 
fore going to the Brooklyn Dodgers 
of the National Professional League. 
He was already to-play a third sea- 
son when he was drafted again ... 
into the U.S. Army. 

“Everyone took military clases for 
two years, but I took advanced: mili- 
tary after that because you'd get 
paid $30 every month or so,” Francis 
recalled. “I really hadn't planned on 
making a career out of the military 


‘and here I am one of the first ones 


ordered in.” 

Francis left the service in 1947 to 
take the head football coaching job 
at Kansas State. But after an 0-10 
season, one in which K-State lost six 
times by two touchdowns or less, 


_Francis rejoined the forces when of- 


fered a regular commission. 

Francis was inducted into the Ne- 
braska Football Hall of Fame in 1972 
and the National Football Hail of 
Fame in 1977. Soon to be 76 years of 
age, his vigor for Nebraska football 
is strong as ever. He still travels to 
Lincoln once or twice a year to take 
in a game. 

“Td love to play like they do today. 
We played all the time (both offense 
and defense) and after awhile of 
backing up the (defensive) line, you 
didn’t have too much energy to run,” 
he said. 

But even in a trot, Francis could 
bring Nebraska football to an un- 
precedented level of excitement.

State had a running back whom any- 
body knew about. 

The Oregon State all-time rushing 
list is headed by historical figures. It 
was long ago when Bill “Earthquake” 
Enyart (1968), Dave Mann (1951), 
Dave Schilling (1971) and Pete Pifer 
(1966) ran for the Beavers. Only one 
player from the past nine seasons 
holds a spot in Oregon State’s top 10 
all-time rushing list. 

Pat Chaffey may change that. At 
least, the 6-2, 214-pound fullback has a 
chance to dent the top 10s in rushing, 
receiving and all-purpose yards. 


That opportunity is a sign of the 


changes for the Beavers this year. 

“IT came here with the thought I 
could be a part of-the rebuilding of 
the Oregon State football program,” 
Chaffey said. “And since I've been 
here, I’ve seen this program gain re- 
spect. Now, we need to get the wins 
to-go with it.” 

Chaffey has played an important 
part in Oregon State’s rise to a 4-6-1 
record last season and a 2-1 mark 
this year. . 


He started 10 games last year and 
earned All-American-honorable men- 
tion status. His average of 105 all-pur- 
pose yards per game in 1988 has been 
eclipsed by his 115 all-purpose yards 
per game in three contests this year. 

Chaffey is in llth place in Oregon 

_ State's all-time all-purpose career 
yards. He’s 237. yards short of crack- 
ing the top 10 rushing list, and he’s al- 
ready ninth in career receiving. 

“T love to get my hands on the 
bail,” Chaffey said. 

“The feeling is mutual,” Oregon 
State Coach Dave Kragthorpe said. 

Chaffey said his position is styled 
after former Stanford, and current 
Chicago Bear, fullback Brad Muster. 
“T try to run as hard as I can when 
Ym carrying the ball But I've 
worked awful hard on my pass catch- 
ing,” Chaffey said. 

“T saw Muster play my freshman 
year when we played at Stanford and 
I thought that would be the way for 
me to become a college player. And 
now, when people make compari- 
sons, that’s fine with me.” 

Chaffey said he hopes to have a

“I have to go a good job on the 
reads,” said Siefkes, who runs the 
Warriors’ wishbone offense. “I need 
to see where the holes are by the 
reads. Actually, when you run the 
wishbone, you just try to put the ball 
at the right spot.” 

Midland has been running well this 
season. The Warriors are sixth in the 
NAIA Division IT in rushing offense, 
averaging 307.67 yards per game. 

Siefkes said the reason Midland 
has been successful on the ground 
this year is because of depth. Run- 
ning back Doug Harrington is the 
Warriors’ leading rusher, averaging 
99 yards per game. 

“All of our backs are capable of 
breaking a long run,” said Siefkes, a 
sophomore from Waverly, “You can't 
key on one back, and you have to 
give our whole backfield respect. It 
doesn't matter who gets the job done 
as long as it’s getting done.” 

Fullback Brant Anderson and Har- 
rington each rushed for more than 
700 yards last season. Siefkes said, 
Anderson can do other things from 
his fullback position. 

“He’s an excellent blocker,” 
Siefkes said. “But then, all of our 
backs have to be good blockers.” 

Midland Coach Don Watchorn said 
Siefkes has improved a lot since last 
season. Siefkes started Midland’s last 
four games last year as a fresliman. 
Last week, Siefkes rushed for 137 
yards in Midlands 42-20 win against 
Dakota Wesleyan. He scored three 
touchdowns and was named the 
NAIA District 11 Player of the Week. 

“He’s come a long way,” said 
Watchorn, whose Warriors enter the 
game against Peru State with a 2-1 
record. “He’s really getting better 
every game, He’s also provided us 
with some good leadership.” 

Siefkes said the Warriors must 
perform well offensively in order to 
defeat Peru State.

What a difference a year makes. 

When Tennessee played Auburn 
last season, the Volunteers were 0-3 
and some fans in Knoxville were call- 
ing for Johnny Majors’ scalp. 

Things got worse before they got 
better. Tennessee was crushed 38-6 
by Auburn and lost twice more be- 
fore rebounding to win its last five 
games under a revamped coaching 
Staff. 

The Volunteers have continued 
their winning ways this season, beat- 
ing Colorado State, UCLA and Duke 
and rising to No. 12in The Associated 
Press poll. On Saturday, they put 
their eight-game winning streak on 
the line at home against No. 4 Au- 
burn; which has won its first two 
games by a combined score of 79-3. 

If the Volunteers are going to beat 
Auburn this year, they'll have to do it 
through the air. The Tigers led the 
nation in rushing defense last season 
and held every SEC opponent under 
100 yards on the ground.
